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President Issues Onder Benefiting 
Men in Atlanta Federal Prison 


| By Transfer from New York and

Ohio Prisons Seventy-five Men 
Lost Diminution and Sent- 
ences Gained by Good 
Behavior. 


Seventy-five prisoners in the United 
States penitentiary in Atlanta will be 
made happy this morning when Warden 
S. A. Hawk announces to them the con- 
tents of an order -issued by 
President Roosevelt, 

The order has the effect of shortening 
the terms of the men who were removed 
here from the prisons of Ohio and New 
York when the Atlanta prison 
erected, 

The Ohio and New York laws relating 
to the diminution of sentences for good 
conduct, whereby the federal statutes were 
made applicable te the United States 
Prisoners, were very ‘much more liberal 
than the federal statutes under which 
such diminution of sentences is permit- 
ted in federal institutfors. 

As a result of the transfer of the New 
York and Ohio prispners, the federal 
Statutes applied to them, and in many 
cases their terms of imprisonment were 
increased, in some cases, to the exten’ 
of three or four years, They lost all the 
benefits taat were due them for good 
behavior. 

[t was known that the transfer worked 
a great injustic@ and hardship upon a 
certain class of prisoners, and the last 
congress repealed the federal statutes 
miking state laws applicable to federal 
prisoners, and enacted a very liberal 
commutation to the law applicable to all 
United States prisoners wherever con- 
fined. 

In order to remedy the injustice done 
the prisoners in the Atlanta institution, 
President Roosevelt issued the following 
general order yesterday: 

“Now. therefore be it known, that I, 
Theodore Roosevelt, president of the 
'nited States of America, in considera- 
of the premises, divers ether good 
and sufticient reasona me theréunto mov- 
ing. do hereby order that each and every 
I’nited States prisoner who was or here- 
after shall be tratiefePred from a_ state 
institution to the United States peniten- 
tiary at Atlanta, Ga., under sentence im- 
posed on or before the 20th day of July, 
1902. be discharged by the warden of the 
sald United States penitentiary upon the 
when he would have been discharged 
continued to confined in the 
or penitentiary from which 
he was transferred; upon conditions that 
his conduct in .the said institution and 
in the United States penitentiary has heen 
such as to entitle him to the deductions 
hereby granted and allowed.” | 

Warden S. A. Hawk, of the Atlanta 
federal prison, was told of the order yes- 
terday. He expressed delight that it had 
heen issued and declared it would right 
a great wrong. 

“T have been leoking for the order for 
he declared, “and am glad it 
issued. An unintentional in- 
justice was done these men and it will 
bring them much joy. The order will 
affect about 75 prisoners.”

A spectacular feature of the meeting 
followed in the form of a review of the 
various departments of the Salvation 
Army.

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GEN. “RED” JACKSON 
DEAD AT BELLE MEADE 


End Comes to Gallant Confederate Soldier and Noted 
Breeder of Thoroughbreds--General Jackson 
Served with Forest During Civil War. 


Nashville. Tenn., March 30.—General 
William H. Jackson, a noted confederate 
cavalry leader during the civil war, when 
he bere the soubriquet of ‘“‘Red’’ Jacx- 
som, died at his home, Belle Meade, near 
here this’ afternoon. He was ir his 
sixtv-cighth yeer, and had been in failing 
health for more than a year, and danger- 
ously jill fer severa! weeks past. At the 
clese of the civil war Genera] Jackson 
was in command of Forest's division. 
with the Texas brigade added. Since the 
war he has devoted himself to agriculture 
and the’ breeding of thoroughbred run- 
ning horses, some of the most noted per- 
formers of the American turf having 
at famous Belle Meade. Two 
children, William H. Jackson, Jr., and 
Mrs. Selene survive him. Ar- 
rangements for the funeral have not yet 
been made.

He resigned his 
command in the United States army 
upon ihe outbreak of the civil War, anid 
offered his sword to his native state and 
Was appointed a captain of artillery by 
Governor Harris. 

At the battle of Belmont. 
Son received a minie ball in his side, 
which was never removed. He Was raised 
to the rank of colonel for his gallantry 
in that fight. Genera] Jackson command- 
ed ths cavalry under Albert Sidney and 
Jcseph E. Johnston, and led the advance 
Cn the invasion of Tennessee by Hood’s 
army, and his devision covered the re- 
treat of the army after the battle of 
Nashville. He was raised to the rank of 
brigadier: general for his dash at Holly 
Springs that resulted in the loss of the 
federal base of supplies and compelled 
reneral Grant to abandon his campaign 
against Vicksburg. General Jackson was 
recommended for further promotion by 
his superior officers, but failed to secure 
the reward.

An Important Crisis. 

Mayor Evan P. Howell was warmiy ap- 
pilauded as he called the meeting to order 
and began his brief opening address. 

“This ts an important crisis that con- 
fronts us ‘today,’’ Mayor Howell said. 
“and we must meet it now.”’ 

Captain Howell spoke of the fact tnat 
Atlahta had now 150,000 population. With 
the aid of Congressman Livingston, At- 
lanta is to get a million and a half dol- 
lars put into a public building. The same 
amount of money is to be put into a new 
depyt, which is something new for At- 
lanta, 

‘The Atlantic Coast Line and the Louis- 
ville and Nashville railroads, one of which 
owns the other, though | don't Know 
which way it is—have bought a large 
tract of land on which they propose to 
build shops, round houses, and freight de- 
pots, | am informed,’’ Mayor Howell said, 
‘and I believe they will Invest a million 
and a half more. 

“The best compliment I ever heard paid 
Atlanta was by a south Georgia coun- 
tryman. He came up here and saw all 
the wagons on the street going in all di- 
rections, and he went back home and 
said we had a great city, but were ‘pow- 
erfully behing in our haulin’.’ 

“The one thing we lack,’’ Mayor Howel) 
said, ‘is a university such as is offered to 
us now, and the question is one of duty, 
which I trust we will solve tonight. The 
citizens of Atlanta never stand back on 
“a question of duty, and they are not go- 
ing to do it new.” 

“Atlanta needs just such a great uni- 
versity as this,"’ Mayor Howell said. ‘‘It 
wiit benefit everybody from the boot- 
black up. It is for the people of Atlanta 
to do their duty, the Lord will take care 
of the rest,’’ Captain Howell said. 

Mayor Howell said Rev, Sam Jones 
would close the meeting, and he then 
read a list of subscriptions that had been 
tendered him voluntarily during the day, 
amounting to $2,115. 

Mayor Howell first read a letter from 
Colonel James W. English, Jr., express- 
ing regret at being unable to attend the 
meeting, and subscribing the sum of $1,000 
to the university fund. 

Among other amounts were Green Dood 
$200, Judge T. P. Westmoreland $100, Louis 
Dewald $100, employees of Durand’s res- 
taurant $70. Every dollar of the amount 
tendered him voluntarily, Mayor Howell 
said, came from Atianta except $10 from a 
gentleman out of town, and he sent his 
check for the amount, 

Mayor Howell also read a telegram 
from Clyde Brooks, who was in Forsyth, 
subscribing $60. 

Dr. Theron H@®Rice Talks. 

Following his address Mayor Howell 
introduced Dr. Theron H. Rice, saying: 

“J want to introduce a distinguished 
divine who is just as much interested in 
this prospect as anybody in the house— 
Dr. Rice.”’ 

When Dr. Rice arose a burst of ap- 
plause greeted him. He said in part: 

“TJ never felt more that I'd been swal- 
lowed up in a great popular current than 
I do- tonight. 

“The old men who fought and suffered 
for this state, and the young guard, tvo, 
are anxious to see our southland renabili- 
tated. You are here tonight because you 
are interested in the future of your boys. 
It is my task to welcome you ahd I want 
to-tell how giad I am to see the great 
heart of Atlanta throbbing for her gord. 

“We are of the stock that values lib- 
erty more than life and knows the value 
of learning of the right sort. 

“We are here to invite the guardian 
angel, this great university, to watch 
over the future welfare of our young 
men,”’ 

A True Atlantan. 

Mayor Howell then introduced Captain 
J. W. English, who said: 

“The men who are talking for this 
movement are not doing it for their own 
sake. I tell you, young men of Atlanta, 
to pay heed to what they say. The press, 
too, has taken the matter up and scat- 
tered the news through the country that 
this institution is* comirig here, provided 
Atlanta raises $250.000. This is a smuall 
sum. and I am surprised it has not been 
already raised. 

“But what concerns us most is that 
we must not fail. Atlanta never has 
failed, and must not now. There are a 
few croakers in our midst, but they 
have never imbibed the Atlanta spirit. 
The real Atlantans had rather not live 
than see Atlanta a failure. 

‘“T am an Atlantan, and I’m ready to 
do for her wherever and however I[ can, 
but I am more interested in this than 
in any project ever undertaken for fhe 
city. I wouldn’t have this work com- 
pleted without my name on the subscrip- 
tion list for anything. 

‘Now, mv fellow-citizens, especially the 
young men whom TI love, I plead with 
you not to let this meeting adjourn with- 
out subscribing the amount asked—and 
more."’ | 

Dr. Landrum Subscribes. 

“‘We are where we ought to be tonight.”’ 
said Rev. Dr. W. W. Lendrum, when in- 
troduced by Mayor Howell. “We are 
making history. Our children and our 
children’s children will commend us for 
the work we are here to do tonight.’’ 

Atlanta is elected already, Dr. Landrum 
said. He said of all places he preferred 
Atlanta as his home.

“If you look about you,’’ he said, ‘‘you

Dr, Landrum concluded by subscrib- 
ing $100 in the name of his son to the 
university fund. 

Congressman Livingston Heard. 

Mayor Howell introduced Congressman 
Livingston as a ‘‘man who is mighty good 
about getting subscriptions in Washing- 
ton.” He said: 

“My friends, every eye in every city, 
town and hamlet in Georgia is looking 
toward Atlanta. Not only the eyes of 
Georgia, but of the entire south, not only 
the south but the north, the east and the 
west. They are wondering if you mean 
it—if you are going to raise this $250,- 


000. 


“It's ar omen of good to see the people 
of the different denominations givng to 
the same cause. 

“You have heard the value of this en- 
terprise. It will make men, and men are 
worth more than dollars. It will make 
men, and men are worth more than cities. 
It will make men, and men are worth 
more than the whole world, 

“I’ve done a great deal of blowing for 
Atlanta and you must not go back on 
me now in what I am asking. 

“The final wind up of this matter must 
come from the laboring people, the com- 
mon people., Two dollars and a half per 
capita would raise the money and the 
people of Atlanta would cheerfully pay %5 
apiece. 

“No matter how humble you are, re- 
member you can give. Do what you can, 
every one of you, and you will raise the 
$250,000 and then if the Presbyterians turn 
you down and don't let you have the 
money I'l! tell you what you can do. You 
can raise $750,000 more and have a mil- 
lion dollar university all your very own.” 


Same Jones Starts the Ball. 

Mayor Howell introduced Rev. Sam P. 
Jones, of Cartersville, the well-known 
evangelist, who, he said, had been saved 
for the last to whoop things up. Rev. 
Mr. Jones made one of his characteristic, 
humorous and apt addresses that kept the 
audience in a roar of laughter, and the 
subscriptions during his talk kept roll- 
ing in. 

Rev. Mr. Jones said in part: 

“Ladies and gentlemen, if I were a citi- 
zen of Atlanta, I would be by this uni- 
versity like Pat was by the big fat sis- 
ter who boarded the train at a country 
Station and waltzed up and down the 
fisie looking for a seat. By and by Pat 
got up and said, ‘Gentlemen, I'll be one 
of any two of you to get up and give the 
lady a seat.’ 

The Methodists and Prebyterians may 
not be together on creed, they are far 
apart; but the are together, Mr Jones 
asserted, on the question of this uni- 
versity. All creeds and all classes wanted 
to see it come. 

“I’ve reached the period in life when 
I like to deal in facts,’’ Mr. Jones said. 
“I don’t care anything about theology 
and botany, but I do ‘love religion and 
iowers. I don't want a doctor to talk 
to,me about hygiene, and physiology and 
anatomy, but let him take me to the 
cemetery and show me what he’s done. 

“And now I'd like to hear from Brother 
Orr just what has been done and where 
he stands.”’ 

President J. K. Orr stated that when 
the subscriptions were recently an- 
nounced, some of the Presbyterian sub- 
scriptions had been mixed in with) the 
citizens’ list. 

“The Presbyterian portion 
fund, amounting to $150,000,” 
said, ‘‘is positively assured. 

The Citizens’ List. 

“The citizens’ list, after being sifted 
out,’’ Mr. Orr said, “‘aamounts to 37,490.” 

President Orr then read subscriptions 
which had been handed in during the 
day, amounting to $10,000. This brought 
the total up to $47,454, leaving $52,54C to be 
raised at the meeting. 

‘Chere is where we are at, brethren,” 
Mr. Jones said. ‘I believe Atlanta can do 
anything she war:ts to do. This is the age 
when dollars and cents seek the best in- 
vestment. Every merchant, every bank, 
every laboring man, every business man 
in the city who puts his morey into this 
university puts it into an institution that 
will pay dividends to every man, woman 
and child in this city. We need this in- 
stitution, because it will bring forth 
men, and we are short or men. 

“Mother, did you ever hold that little 
baby in your arms and say, ‘I'll make a 
nian out of you even if your daddy is a 
eqrub?’ 

“I never pushed a fellow into a hole 
in my life.” Mr. Jones declared, ‘ihat :

criptions from the audience. He inter- 
araed the intervals between subscrip- 
tions with his bright epigrams and apt 


anecdotes. 
Raising the Money. 

“Now, we want every gentleman and 
lady in the house to remain,’ said Mr. 
Jones; ‘‘the rest of you can g0. We are 
ready to receive subscriptions for any 
amounts from $100,000 down to a nickel.”’ 

Postmaster Blodgett announced a sub- 
scription of $1,000 from the postoffice em- 
ployees, $600 being from the letter car- 
riers, and H. F. Garrett stated that the 
employees of the Western and Atlantic 
Railroad Company had subscribed $1,410. 

“There,” said Mr. Jones, “‘you see we 
can’t lose. Why, I think even the dudes 
will give. 

“Speaking of dudes—I told my daugh- 
te? if she ever married a dude I'd spit on 
it and drown it.” . 

Chief Joyner then announced the sub- 
scription of the Atlanta fire department. 
He said: 

“The Atlanta fire department never fails 
to respond when the good of Atlanta is 
concerned. Scarcely a pay day goes by 
that a contribution is not taken up Por 
some public or cW#tfable purpose. For 
that reason our ‘subscription.is not as 
large as we would like’ to have it, but 
such.as it is we offér gladly the sum of 
$2,550.”" 

A storm of cheering followed the an- 
nouncement of the sum given. 

“I'll tell you,” said Mr. Jones, “a man

ning with the rabbits.’’ 

Chaitman Orr read a donation of $100 
from J. M. High. 

“New,” said Mr. Jones, “how is that 
for high? You see, even the Presbyte- 
rilans give. 1 think the Presbyterians give 
more for what thev get out of their 
religion than any other denomination on 
earth.” 

Mr. Orr read one man’s ‘subscription 
of $100 for his wife, a member of the 
First Presbyterjan church, and $400 for 
himself as a citizen, and Mr. Jones said: 

“There’s $100 for a saint and $400 for just 
a nlain sinner.” 

W. In Upshaw, ‘‘Earnest Willie.’ dou- 
bled his subscription. of $100. Saving: 

“Beyond and outside of all commercial 
reasons and reasons: of pride my heari 
is with this movement because of what it 
means for the spiritual and mora: welfare 
of the community.” 

Judge Howard Van Epps asked that $100 
be put dowh in the name of his little son, 
yeorge Dudley Van Epps, and James R. 
Gray announced the subscription of the 
émployees of The Atlanta Journal. He 
also increased his own subscription from 
$100 to $500. 

“T am commissioned,” he said. “by the 
working force of The Atl&nta Journal, in 
the business office, the editorial depart- 
ments and the mechanical] departments, 
to subscribe the gum of $5,430.” 

He was heartily cheered. 

“I'm glad this audience is enjoying it- 
Self so well,”” remarked Mr. Jones. “A 
man can't enjoy himself here if he is al] 
bad, so I know that there are no all-bad 
men here. There. are some of you who 
have a hound dog look, but you haven't 
given yet and so that look is natural and 
ought to be there.” 

Only $20,000 More. 

At 10.30 o'clock, Rev. Mr. Jones said: 

“Gentlemen, we've only got a_ little 
more than $20,000 to raise now, so talk 
out in meeting.’’ 

Quite a number of small subscriptions 
were read out. The total amount at this 
hour had reached about $73,000, of which 
about $36,000 had been subscribed at the 
meeting. 

Among a number of subscriptions read 
by President Orr was one by B. I. 
Hardaway, of Columbus, Ga., who daid 
in his letter, “If you need more, let us 
know.’’ 

“Well, 
Jones, 

Mr. Jones called attention to the fact 
that there never was an enterprise of 
this kind started but that the Presby- 
terians gave to it liberally and to the 
glory of God. fs 

When there was a little hill in the sub- 
scriptions, Mr. Upshaw suggested it 
would be a fine thing for the papers to 
announce in the morning that everybody 
present had subscribed something, and

“Il tell you,’ Mr. Jones said, ‘‘that 
young man’s got sense.

Much Interest to Lawyers. 

The importance of this case is recog- 
nized by the legal fraternity. Mr. Fred- 
erick Coudert, of New York, Is one of 
the counsel and is quoted as declaring 
that the case is one of the most impor- 
tant since the Dred Scott decision.
